The allles garrisoned the forts and pre- 
pared to make a stand there until relief 
arrived, but after a stay of four days, Ad- 
miral Seymour having come to the conclu- 
sion that In case a large foree attacked 
them they would not be able to hold It, 
they decided to destroy it and move on. 
Consequently, as they were unable to take 
any of the guns ane the engineers pre- 
pared an explosive large and the next 
day at 2 o'clock they saw it burn and ex- 
ylode. Shortly afterwards they were re- 
lieved by forces from Tien Tsin. 

“We did not take prisoners,” said Lieut. 
Krohn. “As far as the capture of pris- 
oners is concerned .this was an impossi- 
bility, as the Chinese are not civilized for 
that kind of warfare.’ 

Lieut. Krohn was asked about the state- 
ment of a German that the Russians had 
dispatched the wounded with the butts of 
their rifles. The leutenant said that it was 
not quite so bad as that, but under the cir- 
cumstances of the present war in China 
they had been and prébably would in the 
compelled to kill the wounded 
with the bayonet.

A lynching 
arty of several hundred men was organ- 
zed along the road taken by the officers, 
who, getting wind of it, hurried their pris- 
oner off to Mexico, Mo. Jester was placed 
in jail there, but a few nights after his 
incarceration escaped. 

Jester made his way to Shawnee, O. T., 
changed his name to W. H. Hill, and be- 
came a prosperous farmer and stock rais- 
er. The body of young Gates was never 
found. 

About three years ago Jester came back 
to Wichita and visited a nephew, and he 
was recognized at the time, but no knowtl- 
edge of any reward could be gained and 
those who knew him said nothing that led 
to publicity. Shertff Simmons of Guthte 
received a letter from Jester's sister, Mrs. 
Street, dated at Shawnee, Oo. y 
1899, in which she told of ‘Jester’s 
whereabouts and expressed the belief that 
he was guilty of murdering young Gates, 
and saying that she wanted him punished. 

The sheriff proceeded to place Jester in 

custody, and wired to the sheriff of Mon- 
Commy at Paris, Mo., to come and get 
prisoner. 
The body of young Gates was never found, 
even after the search for Jester 
had been abandoned, the hunt for some 
trace of his victim's remains were kept up.

NONE FOR CITY WORK 


ANNUAL APPROPRIATION BILL 
APPEARS IN THE LIGHT OF 
A SALARY GRAB. 


CITY INSTITUTIONS PARED. 


Department Money Not Sufficient to 
Prfovide Work for the Salaried 
Officials at the City Hall.

After months of walling o 
poverty, the Assembly is about to send to 
the mayor for his signature a bill which 
keeps salaries in the municipal departments 
up to the full limit of the allowed 
by ithe comptroller, and cuts expense 


funds of the departments manner 
which, before the fiscal year will 
Jeave many of them without the means or 
the opportunity of doing the work for 
which their salaries are provided. 

Desgate Emile Hartmann is chairman 
of the wavs and means committee of the 
House of Delegates, which now has the bill 
in its hands, and althoughyit has 
held a meeting or announced the 
one, expects to report the” measure to the 
House Friday night. He labored with 
Councilman Charles Carroll in preparing 
the bill, and was praised by Mr. Carroll 
for knowing more about the bill than any 
man in the upper house. Here is what Mr. 
Hartmann says in defense of the Carroll 
measure: 

“Yes, we had to 
departments. If we 
Wwe can't give it to them. 
be right to turn out those who 
jobs under the city. We have 
‘pravide for them.’ 

This is the motto which the 
followed in making up its report. The ap- 
propriations for street cleaning, already 
cut to the bone in the comptroller’s estl- 
mate, are placed at a figure which will not 
meet the ordinary expenses in these 
branches for three months. 

Sums from $2000 to $5000 have been cut 
_from the items for food, fuel and ice for 
the city’s charitable institutions. 

The amounts for supplies in the Health 
Department are so reduced as to make the 
department utterly unable to cope with 
an epidemic. 

The money to be spent for the care of 
foundlings is cut in two. Everywhere the 
comptroller's bedrock estimates are 
chopped with a ruthless hand. 

But salaries remain the same as in 
comptroller’s figures. To this there 
two notable exceptions, which are of the 
sort that prove the rule. These are the 
department of election and registration, 
which is a Democratic office, and the 
Water Department, which has proved a 
Gibraltar against the schemers of the as- 
sembly. In both these departments sal- 
arigs have been cut to the extent of caus- 
ing actual stagnation. 

The city now has contracts outstanding 
for fifteen miles of street improvement, 
The amount provided in the Carroll bill 
for salaries of inspectors of this work is 
03,600, or nearly $3000 in inspector’s salar- 
es for every mile of street construction. 

With the $53,600 of inspectors’ salaries 
should also be compared the amount pro- 
vided for work under their supervision. 

mong these is the ttem of $39,000 for street 
cleaning. Of this sum $32,000 has already 
been expended under the temporary appro- 
priation bill. This leaves $7,000 for the work 
of street cleaning until ril 1, 1901. Yet 
the salaries of jupertntendent and inspec- 
tors are to go on, though the work cannot 
continue three months with the amount 
allowed 

In making the estimate for the cost of 
city Nghting, Carroll and his committee 
took the figures of the city’s contract with 
the Kern company for lighting the resi- 
dence district. They did not take into ac- 
count the fact that the Kern contract has 
been annulled and a contract with the 
Welsbach company, under which the light- 
ing will cost $55,000 more per year, has 
been entered into. The deficit which this 
oversight, if it is such, wil] leave in the 
lighting fund between Beptember 1 and 
Anril 1 of next vear Is estimated at $34,000. 

Said a prominent Republican city official: 

‘The Carroll bill means simply that the 
Sebertments will have to quit work before 
the year is over. Their salaries are pro- 
vided for, but they will have nothing to 
work with. Commencing three months 
hence, the Assmbly will be obliged to be 
continually passing supplemetary appropri- 
ation bills. Otherwise the departments will 
have to shut down.’ 

The above remark about the necessity of 
supplementary appropriations is obviously 
true in the case of the fund for paying 
judges and clerks of election, which was 
eft entirely out of the appropriation bill. 
Secretary Hoblitzelle of the Board of Elec- 
tiadn Commissioners said 

‘We are not worrying about the action of 
the assembly. They will simply have to 
provide the funds, There is to be an elec- 
tion this fall, and they cannot stop it by 
refusing to pay judges and clerks. As to 
the cut tin the salaries of our office, we 
shall get along with the reduced amounts

These ancient skeletons and outworn 
types are of intereat to students of arche- 
ology, affording — of comparison with 
living forms and to this extent these re- 
mains are valuable.

Four Police Officers Were 
Surrounded. 


TWO YOUTHS ~~ ARRESTED. 


ENTIRE NEIGHBORHOOD RESENT- 
ED THE SELECTION.

Car Tracks Had Been Repeatedly Ob. 
structed and the Officers Seized 
the Boys and Had Difficulty 
in Holding Them. 


Four officers of the Second police district 
had what they designated as a “terrorizing 
experience’ Wednesday night with a crowd 
of 300 persons residing in the vicinity of 
Lemp avenue and Cherokee street. The 
trouble grew out of obstruction of tracks 
of the Cherokee street car line, which the 
police report has been persistent at this 
point for several days. 

As a result of the fight three arrests were 
made and application for a warrant filed 
in one case. Officer Driscoll is somewhat 
impaired for duty, and there is much indig- 
nation expressed in the neighborhood be- 
cause of the particular selections by the 
officers in making the arrests. 

The officers engaged in the melee were 
Patrolmen Driscoll and Hayhurst and De- 
tectives Schorman and Prendergast. 

The persons arrested were Henry Gutzler 
of 2400 Wisconsin avenue, Joseph Nearer of 
4314 Oregon avenue and Mathew Bayer of 
$211 lowa avenue. 

The tracks at Lemp avenue and Cherokee 
street have been in a state of repair for 
some time, and persons in the neighborhood 
have been in the habit of piling the granite 
paving blocks on the rails and stopping one 
car agter another, compelling the train 
crews to alight and expend much labor and 
time in clearing them again. After supper 
time, the police say, large crowds have as- 
sembled and jeered the crews at work. me 

Complaint finally became_ so persistent 
that Capt. Schroeder of the Wyoming street 
station instructed the patrolmen to keep 
close to the locality and to catch the per- 
sons obstructing the cars. He detailed De- 


‘tectives Schorman and Prendergast to walk 


in the vicinity. 

Wednesday night, the police report, the 
usual crowd gathered. No effort was made 
to disperse it until, according to the decia- 
ration of Officer Hayhurst, he saw Mathew 
Bayer, aged 16, begin to fill the tracks with 
the paving blocks. Bayer, he says, escaped 
him once, but was again caught in the same 
uct. There were loud protests from the 
crowd when the officer took the youth into 
custody and conducted him to the station 
house. 

Only a few moments later cars on both 
tracks found their way effectually blocked 
by obstructions, which, it is charged, citl- 
gens of the neighborhood placed on the 
tracks. The crowd on the sidewalks grew, 
and when Officer Driscoll arrived, he says, 
they were engaged in ribald jeering and 
loud threats. Deciding that an example 
must be made he seized Henry Gutzler, a 
boy of 16, whom he declared had repeatedly 
refused to move on when he ordered the 
crowd to disperse. 

The crowd immediately closed tn on the 
officer and after a lIively scrimmage 
wrested the boy from his hold and in- 
structed him to run. The officer was still 
capable of duty and followed the fleeing 
prisoner. 

At Salena and Cherokee streets young 
Gutzler was overtaken. The entire crowd, 
which by this time numbered 300 persons, 
followed in the officer’s wake and Detec- 
tive Schorman says when he came upon 
the scene with his associate, Prendergast, 
jibing and threats were numerous. 

When Officer Driscoll again seized Gutz- 
ler a second fight occurred. While the offi- 
cer was battling to hold his prisoner the de- 
tectives came up and managed to arrest 
Joseph Nearer, a teamster, whom, it is 
charged, was most violent in the attack on 
the officér. The crowd continued threaten- 
ing for some time, but the officers held to 
their prisoners and Detective Prendergast, 
with drawn revolver. protected his asso- 
ciates from attack from the rear while the 
prisoners were walked to the Wyoming 
street station. 

Police Judge Zimmerman Thursday fined 
Gutzler $5 and costs and Nearer $10 and 
costs. and severely lectured persons who 
Fought to secure remission of the fine after 
adjournment of court. Because of the al- 
leged persistency of Bayer in obstructing 
the tracks {t was decided by the police to 
prosecute him, if possible, in the state 
courts, where they hope to secure infliction 
of a more severe penalty than would be 
expected in the police courts. 

Residents of the neighborhood declare 
that the whole trouble was due to the fact 
that the officers chose small boys in mak- 
ing arrests, instead of taking the real 
malefactors, and that it was sympathy for 
the youths more than antagonism to either 
the transit company or the law that caused 
the effort to rescue the prisoners. 


EYE HURT BY A CHECK REIN

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LAW AND DICTIONARY 


BOTH WILL BE NEEDED TO DE- 
CIDE THIS QUESTION. 


WHAT DOES “ESTABLISH” MEAN 


In a Dairy Case an Appeal Has Been 
Taken From Police Court to 
Court of Correction. 


It is made the duty of Judge Clark of the 
Court of Criminal Correction to define the 
word “establish,’’ by reason of an appeal 
taken from the Wyoming Street Police 
Court by Henry Starman from the decision 
rendered against him in the case brought 
by the city upon a charge that he has “‘es- 
tablished’ a dairy, in violation of the law. 

In April, 1893, an ordinance was passed 
making it illegal to “establish a dairy”’ 
Within the city limits without permission 
specially granted by ordinance. Starman 
was arrested several weeks ago upon com- 
plaint of the health department. It was 
Charged that he had established a dairy on 
Wyandotte stieet, near the river, after the 
passage of this ordinanee. 

The testimony in court showed that the 
Starman establishment had been built 16 
years before the passage of the ordinance, 
although Starman admitted that he had be- 
gun business at the place after the passage 
of the ordinance. 

Henry Kersting, attorney for Starman, 
raised the point that the dairy had been es- 
tablished when the buildings erected for 
dairy purposes had been erected, and that 
the fact that the ownership of these had 
changed did not alter the matter of fact re- 
gurding establishment. 

Judge Zimmerman ruled that the estab- 
lishing of a dairy did not simply consist in 
erecting buildings for the purpose of con- 
ducting a certain business, because the 
buildings might not be O6ccupied and used 
for any purpose for years after their erec- 
tion. The establishment of a dairy, he 
thought, o-vcurred whenever cows were 
bought and p'aced tin the buildings, and a 
hundred dairies, he said, might be estab- 
lished in the same bui:dings in a hundred 
years’ time. 

Attorney Kersting and his client had suf- 
ficient confidence in the justice of their con- 
tention to pay the costs of appeal. The 
decision of Judge Clark, court officials say, 
will be of unusual importance because the 
force of a score of ordinances affecting 
other business enterprises and emploving 
the word “establish’"’ will be determinec 
by his authority as a lexicographer.

He has 
followed this trade for several years and 
has worked for packing houses both in Il- 
iinois and Missouri.

At the Four Courts Thursday morning 
Langensang acknowledged that he 
horse butcher. 

He is a Swiss. 35 years old, heavily built 
and muscular. He wears a black slouch 
hat, a blue-striped calico shirt and black 
jeans trousers.

Hie was drunk last 
night and picked a quarrel with me. He 
knocked me down and kicked me.
